We in Alberta believe that 
education, tailored to their 
needs and interests, and mea- 
sured according to their var- 
jous talents, is the right of 
all our children. The school 
must reach them all, and dev 
elop in each one the best of 
skill and wisdom that he can 
attain. We owe this debt to 
those who live in the forest 
and om the range, to those 
who live 40 miles from town, 
to the very dull, to the very 
bright, to the crippled and the 
deaf, as well as to the child- 
ren who play next door. 


We owe them training as 
workers or ag scholars, each 
according to his will and cap- 
acity - and training, too, as 
future citizens, able and apt 
to share * the fellowship and 
public life of their community 
aml responsive to its needs. 
That is what we mean, in Al- 
berta, by equal opportunity 
for all our childrem 

Can this be done? Albertans 
believe that it can - but there 
are many obstacles to over- 
come. Alberta is a land of vast 
distances and sparse populat 
ion, The population is smal- 
ler than British Columbia, for 
example, 
but, because 
of its distri- 
buvion Alta. 
has twice as 
many schools. There are in- 
equalities, numerous and 
varied, but the Alberta Dep- 
artment of Education has 
taken vigorous measures to 
to eliminate these. 

It has extended and enrich 
ed the learning program in re 
mote areas through more ad- 
equate supervision and guid- 
ance, through correspondence 
courses, audio-visual aids, and 
school broadcasts. It has giv- 
en assistance, where necess- 
ary, in centralization of scho 
ols in rural areas and in the 
substantial increase in school 
transport. Nearly half the 
number of rural children now 
travel by bus to modern, cen- 
tralized schools, But most of 
all, increased building and op 
erational grants, paid directly 
to school divisions and dist- 
ricts, and the equalization 
granits,allocated according to 
local need, have brought a- 
bout a “new look” in rural ed- 
ucation, 

The equalization grant, has 
ed on assessment per class- 
room, is 1 device responsive 
to the need of school divisions 
and districts, If local re- 
sources, as measured by as- 
sessment, are high, then the 


equalization grant is low; if 
local assessment is low, then 
the equalization grant is rel- 
atively high. For example the 
assessment of Camrose Schoo; 
Division is approximately 
$97,468 per classroom while 
in the Lac Biche School Div- 
ision it igs only $26,787. Equal 
ization grants compensate for 
this disparity. 

In 1953 the Camrose School 
Division received a grant of 
$80,425.09, approximately $30 
per pupil, while the Lac La 
Biche Division receivedd 
$138,623.74, about $80 per 
pupil, Equalization and oper- 
ational grants from the Dep- 
artment of Education paid in 
these cases 36 percent of the 
cost of Education in Camrose 


and 77 percent in Lac La 
Biche , 

A modern and efficient 
school program requires a 


modern and efficient school 
playt, The Alberta Govern- 
ment, through its building 
grants, advisory services, as 
sistance in marketing deben- 
tures, ald guarantee of inter 
est, has provided effective 
leadership im this program of 
post-war school expansion, In 
1945, the value of rural school 
plant and equipment in Alta. 
was less than $11,000,000, To- 
day it is close to $40,000,000. 

In 1952, 852 school units 
were under construction in 
Alberta, at an estimated cost 
of $25,000,000. More than 500 
of these provide improved 
accommodation for children 
who live in rural areas, There 
are750 more classrooms in Al- 
berta than at the end of 
World War 11, but there are 
nearly 900 less one-roomed 
schools; and of these addition 
al classrooms, more than two 
thirds are high school grades.

FOR EDUCATION 
IN ALBERTA 


Who is responsible for Ba- 
ucation in Alberta? Does the 
B. N. A. Act require the Prov 
ince to establish and finance 
schools? Many people firmly 
believe that ‘such is the case, 
They are convinced that thee 
Province is required to pro- 
vide for the education of the 
young people, and therefore 
should underwrite the cost of 
such an undertaking. In ef- 
fect, however, the B. N. A. 
Act states that the federal 
government may not control 
education: its control must 
be left to the people of each 
province to exercise as they 
See fit. It is up to the people 
of Alberta to decide whether 
education is to be a matter 
for local, or for provincial 
control, or partly one and par 
tly the other. 


In practise 
the Alberta 
Government 
has adopted 
a middle co- 
urse. With 
such statues 
as the De- 
partment of Education Act 
and the School Act, the 
legislature has created a 
Department of Education, 
with its Minister, on whom 
certat powers and duties are 
These include responsibility 
for the preparation of courses 
of study, the selection of text 
books, the certification of 
teachers, the preparation and 
marking of departmental ex-

aminations, and the provision 
of certain supplementary ed- 
ucational services. The Leg- 
islature, following long Can- 
adian tradition, has also creat 
ed local school authorities 
(divisional, district, and coun 
ty boards), to whom it has de 
legated certain duties and 
given certain powers. In gen- 
eral, school boards are expect 
ed to provide and equip scho- 
ol buildings, to maintain them 
gm operating condition, to ap 
point teachers and other em 
ployees, to provide transport 
ation for pupils as needed, to 
requisition from municipal 
authorities much or most of 
the money needed for these 
services,

But whether the Mimister of 
Education is approving the 
choice of a new text-book, 
or a local trustee is investi- 
gating a leaky school roof, it 
must never be forgotten that 
each is performing his fume- 
tion on behalf of the people 
he represents. The power 
they exercise is wielded as 
stewards for their fellow cit- 
izens. Thus, there appears 
the unavoidable conclusion 
that all adult citizens of Al- 
berta are responsible for ed- 
ucation. And from this, it fol- 
lows that the quality of educ- 
ation depends, at least im 
part, on how well and con- 
scientiously Alberta citizens 
perform the duties which civ- 
ic responsibility demamds., 


Why should any person be 
responsible for the education 
of any children other than his 
own The answer, of course, 
ig that a modern democratic 
people, for its continued ex- 
istence as such, must be foun 
ded on an intelligent and im 
formed electorate, om people 
who understand the meaning 
of democracy and who have 
the will, the energy, and the 
skills to put its principles in- 
to practice, and to make the 
best possible contribution to 
gte anothers welfare. In other 
words, democracy cannot con 
tinue to exist if a large part 
of the population are ignor- 
ant of or indifferent to their 
democratic rights and duties. 
Thus is established a funda- 
mental principle in Alberta 
education; one of its purposes 
is to train all boys and girls 
to become effective citizens 
of our Province and our 
country.
